Phe curreucy vf the Colony seems to 
be going from had to worse. A day or two 
ago, we called attention to the fact that all 
the British dollars (or nearly al!) have been 
bought up hy the Chinese ‘and sent.on to 
Singapore to await the expected conversion 
of tho Straits currency. Rumours have been 
current that tho local banks are gradually 
withdrawing their notes from circulation, . 
and the oficial returns published in the 


{ Government Gazette to-day would seem’ to 


bear out the truth of this rumour, at any 
rate, so far as the Hongkong and Shanghai 
Bankisconcerned. In February, tho aver- 
age value of the notes in circulation belong- 
ing. to this’ Bank was $14,022,932; in 
March, it had shrank to $12,482,151, or o 
decrenso of $2,640,08i.. The National 
Bank note cfreulution was: also reduced 
by” 810,161, “but” the Chartered - Bank's 
circulation was increased by over 928,000.
